Everyone a I home hopes our field com- 


rnaadors know what they're talking about 
whftn they say the war is over in Korea, 


The valiant American retreat down the 


peninsula arid the game stand our soldiers 
have been milking for weeks in thejr narrow 
bridgehead and the amphibious assaults at 
Inchon and other places stand out as bright 
chapters In U. S. military history. But inevi- 
tably they are deeply tinged with the gHm- 
ness and bitterness that goes with being out- 
manned and outgunned. 


The generals tell us in effect that we're 


starting a fresh page In a new chapter. But 
no one should Imagine that it will make 
breezy, light-hearted reading, 


No matter how confident our leaders may 


be of final victory, too-ready optimism over 
the quick collapse of the North. Korean 
enemy seems 111-advlscd. 


First of all, we don't know yet that the 


Russians who are directing the North Ko- 
reans will not continue to pour ample stocks 
of new and powerful weapons into the battle, 
if the Russians decide to do that, some of the' 
equipment will got through despite the 
pounding that Allied flyers are giving North 
Korean transport. 


We do know that the North Koreans have 


far from exhausted their available military 
manpower, oven without drawing upon any 
Chinese Communist units. To be sure, these 
I'osorvps undoubtedly would not be as well 
trained as the forces originally used by the 
North Koreans. But they might obstruct 
our path for coasiderable time. 


Nor can any American loader be confident 


that the Chtncse Reds would not throw some 
of their battle-toughened divisions Into the 
fray to prolong the conflict and keep the 
North Koreans- from being rolled up beyond 
the 38th Parallel. 


Apparently U. S. officials think this isn't 


going to happen. But they don't really know. 
And can't know until the American offensive 
develops and Uw Russians and Chinese are 
put to that tost, 


In other words, the most critical decisions 


the enemy must make—those which most 
.seriously affect the duration of the war— 
have either not yol been made or have not 
become evident. So it is foolish for Us to talk 
glibly about crushing the opposition swiftly. 


Wo do enjoy one advantage that might 


make for a fairly speedy North. Korean de- 
feat. Questioning of prisoners discloses that 
North Korean morale doesn't stand up well 
under reverses. Easy victories have long 
since stopped for them. They may lose the 
will to fight when the full weight of U. S. men 
and material Is thrown at them. 


Hut until such a collapse in morale actually 


occurs, it's risky to count upon it. Right now 
it has to be classed as wishful thinking. 
We've got to assume, for our own safety, 
that the enemy will be as tough in defeat as 
he was in victory. We've got to expect the 
worst. 
If it doesn't happen that'll be our 


good luck. 


ASSAILING CONFUCIUS 


It is one thing to ignore a national hero 


of long standing, another to attack him. The 
Chinese Communists may find this out if 
there is a foundation for a story printed by 
the Chinese World of San Francisco. That 
(limlcs a hlstoiy textbook introduced by Mao 
Txc-tung's Hod government as saying, "Dur- 
ing the feudal period (here rose many run- 
nhifx dogs of totalitarianism, such as Con- 
fucius and Lnotzu, who, for the purpose of 
gaining power and riches for themselves, 
sold out the people to the rulers." 


No description of Confucius could be more 


fuls-e. lie eared nothing for money for him- 
.self, and devoted his life to advising rulers 
In upright conduct and government for the 
benefit of the people. The Chinese know 
this, and revere him. Even If they may re- 
gard his teaching as somewhat out-of-date, 
they are unlikely to listen to people who call 
him a scoundrel.

standing and thought, No off-the-cuff superficial- 
ities add to our knowldege. 


Therefore the anti-Communist expert, the pro- 


fcssional anti-Marxist, is a valuable citizen who 
can contribute much to his country's political 
health and security. He is not in bo hold up to 
opprobium by politicians who would wash away 
the whole thing as an alien nightmare. It will not 
wash away, It has grown too big. It now needs to 
be understood as a major problem in our lives re- 
quiring export attention.

TREATMENT OF HEREIHTARV HEADACHE 


While headache is considered the commonest 


symptom known to mankind, there are many va- 
rieties and, of course, many causes. 


Cephalalgia is another name for headache, just as 


neuralgia is an ache of the nerves, It is known that 
headaches, sometimes a particular type of headache, 
seems to run .in some families. This is called heredi- 
tary cephalalgia. In Postgraduate Medicine, Dr. 
Cecil M. Charles, St, Louis, Mo., stales that indi- 
viduals giving a family-history of paroxysmal (com- 
ing .suddenly, very severe for a time, and leaving 
suddenly) headache and having such headaches 
themselves, may bo grouped together under the 
term Hereditary Cophalalgia, without attempting 
to sort them out into different varieties or sub- 
divisions, He made a study of 35 patients who hnve 
regularly occurring severe headaches and who give 
positive family histories of paroxysmal cephalalgia. 
Many of these have had electroencophalographic 
tracing made (tracing of brain movements, just as 
heart movements are traced by the electrocardio- 
graph). 
" 
For yoars the specific drug used toY migraine 


(onn-sided headache) has been ergotamine tartrate 
(gynorgen). In the treatment of these 35 patients 
crgolaminc tarlnite alone or In combination with 
caffeine (cafergonc), and caffeine alone, was used. 


As with migraine, ergotamine was by far the 


most effective drug in treating these hereditary 
headaches, excellent results being obtained in 80 
per cent of the- patients and good results in tfce re- 
maining 20 per cent, Some of the other preparations 
gave good results and were used where gynergen 
caused "Various side effects or symptoms. Giving 
gynergen hy mouth even in large doses is not near- 
ly as effective as gynergen given subcutencneously 
(by hyixsdermic injection). 
Because of the clectroencephatogrnphic findings 


(brnin movements) in many patients with hereditary 
cephaialgia, which findings are present in epilepsy 
or convulsions, the drug Mescantoin to counteract 
convulsions WHS given to several of those patients 
wltB excellent results. Further tests will be made.
